Clark, of this clt), decided upon collecting a 
small c-Mnet of curiosities, to Include coins, 
relics and trinkets 
The result has been the 


accumulation of a store.of rare curiosities 
which would make an ordinarj natural his 
lory society turn green with envy. The last 
Important addition Is a collection of stone 
utensils manufactured by a race of people 
now extinct upon-thls cc"tJ»ho W6i» evi- 
dently far advanced in tbe science of stone 
cutting, and also In the arts culinary and 
ornamen'Al 
These extinct tribes made 


piping or tubes out of the hard agate rock, 
heads out of shells, chanus aud talismans of 
exquisite shape and perfection, repronrntlnct 
flih«i and animals, out of abalonu .-hell*, flue 
n^u-books from mussel shells, and all klnd» 
uf cooking utensils from the solid rock 
They had no metallic chisels or drills, n» 
metals of any kind, no turning lathes, and 
yet their work U perfect.

Dentistry seems to bave been quite an art 


in the days when the extinct race held con-

Among tbe store of cnrlosit)** ex- 


humed from the graves upon the SAUU Bar 
bar* Islands and now tnJCIark's collection are 
six or seven aeb of false teeth. TlVj are 
formed each from a shell which was fash 
ioned to fit the roof of the mouth or could be 
adjusted outside of tbe gums. These shell 
teeth are perfectly formed and easily adjust- 
able. Whether they were used for ornament 
or for the mastication of food Is one of tho«e 
mysteries the giave still holds in conceal 
ment. The miter bottles are round ^*nd are 
of woven ji«ss mixed with asphaltum. The 
pipes are tubes of agate or fine colored stones 
gathered upon the beach. How the natives 
turned and polished this hatd flint-like stone 
and then drilled holes through It w as to use 
it for a pipe Is a mystery.

Ths Library ot Hathlii 


Notii and Queries, 


This once niannlflcent collection, rich In 


Graek and Latin classics ami In writings of 
early Christian authors, was dispersed after 
.Hie doith of King Mnthlas, as your readers 
assumably know. Many of the manuscripts 
copiously Illuminated by such eminent sttlsts 
as Attavitnte, GlURllo Clo»lo and others, and 
some of the printed books* found their way 
into we^steru feurope, as the %uccessors ot tlie 
great king freely presented away Hie precious 
volumes to tbe various crowned heads y.boso 
favor tliov nought to obtain, and to the numer- 
ous foreign visitors wnom tney entertained at 
their rebldence of. Buda. Again, a great por 
lion ot tbe books and manuscrlnts was uofor- 
tunatelydestrojed by fire which, during the 
Turkish occuuatlon, laid the royal palace In 
ashes. When Duda was finally wrenched 
from tbe Turks their rule having lasted-Br 
years' the last rernants ot the once famous 
"Corvlna" (as the library was called) wero 
carried 08 to Constantinople, where they 
are still 
kept 
In tha t,ultan's library, 


and are wholly Inaccessible to outsiders 
Hungarian savants have now for many years 
past been busj searching the various Euro- 
pean libraries in the hope of being able to" 
discover some ot tbe lost tomes, and In many 
instAnces their labor has been crowued by 
success Some excellent codices have been 
found In tha national library In Paris, in tbo 
royal library at Brussels, In the Vatican col- 
lection, and others in Wolfenbuttel, Stock 
bolm, bt Petersburg and elsewhere.
